THE NEW ARMY BILL. 

As it now:comes before the Senate, the 
annual Army bill is even mord of an olla 
podrida than modern appropriation bills are 
wont to be. With surprising moderation, 
the House. refrained from also dumping a 
transfer of the Indian Office into the mass ; 
bat it is clear that this act of forbearance 
was not due to any suspicion that the bill 
already contained enough ingredients. 

It started with the billof Mr. Hewrrr, 
‘containing eleven sections, The first sec- 
tion was (except for a few interlarded 
paragraphs) the support bill proper, based 
‘on the Army exactly as it stands. This 
easily passed the Committee of the Whole, 
with such modifications as are customary. 
The chief piece of general legislation 
added was the already famous amend- 
‘ment of Gen. BUTLER, now a part of 
the bill, authorizing telegrams to be sent 
by railroad companies which have telegraph 
lines, both for the Governmentand the pub- 


“Vie, at rates to be fixed by the Government, 


according to the Telegraph law of 1866. 
Half a dozen matters of legislation per- 
taining to the Army were also interspersed, 
as being in the interest of economy, 
andsoin order, under the familiar rule. 
Appended to this appropriation bill proper 
were ten sections of general Army legisla- 
tion, which Mr. Hewrrt’s committee; could 
not resist the temptation of offering. The 
first of these, directing a codification and 
publication of all the Army Regulations and 
general orders now in force, passed without 
difficulty, as it supplies a need long felt. 
The second, regulating the number and 
rank of Aides-de-camp for General officers, 
was also agreed to; and it is worth noting 
that this bill allows one more Aide to the 
General than the Burnside scheme did, one 
more to the Lienutenant-General, and one 
more to each Brigadier. Unlike the Burn- 
side bill also, it gives the Aide the pay of 
just one grade higher than that held by 
him in his regiment or corps. 

But when Mr. Hewrrs’s general section, on 
a certain West Point Professorship, was of- 
fered, the House Military Committee ap- 
peared with the long substitmte which has 
given itschief character to the billasitstands. 
This substitute, offered by Mr. Warsz, a 
member of the Joint Commission, consists 
of just 43 sections, taken out of the 724 
which formed the original Joint Commission 
or Burnside bill, But it also includes the 
most vital and revolutionary part of that bill. 
It. embraces the entire Burnside scheme of 
Army reduction, both as to the line and as to 
the staff. It. begins at section eight of the 
original Burnside bill, obviously because 
the first seven sections are merely defining 
sections, or are existing law, with the ex- 
ception of the provisions relating to Aides- 
de-eamp, for which, as ‘has just been said, 
equivalent ‘provisions had been already 
added to the Hewitt bill. It takes in—with 
only the minor excisions of tlie three see-

which is tolerably certain to follow when 
any such method of legislation is under- 
taken. Mr. Hewirr offered ten sections of 
misplaced, though moderate, general legis- 
lation, and there was a rush’ that’ heaped 
upon his bill upward of fifty sections. In- 
deed, it was only by a close yote of 60 yeas 
to 84 nays thata section escaped being 
added to the bill authorizing the President 
to appointa particular man—Mr. Groras 
Fostzr Roxsinson—a Paymaster in the 
Army. Whether or not the pending bill 
has been loaded so heavily as to sink it in 
the Senate, we shall soon see.

POLITICAL TROUBLEUSIN AUSTRALIA. 

The colony of Victoria, Australia, is the 
scene of political disturbances which may 
well attract the attention of Americans. It 
would be a mistake to make any serious 
eomparison between the agitation now 
going on there and that which preceded the 
‘separation of the: American colonies from 
Great Britain, but there isa certain 
ficial resemblance which the Victorian ora- 
tors do not themselves fail to perceive. 
Not a few references have been made in re- 
cent gpeeches to the “ example” of America, 
while the name of Parrick Henry has been 
introduced and his words have been paro- 
died. The origin of the difficulty lies, 
however, only very remotely in the rela- 
tions of the colony to England. Its prin- 
cipal source is in the Constitution of the 
colony, @ scheme adopted freely by tho 
people themselves, and only submitted to 
the Imperial Goveriment as a mat- 
ter of scarcely more, than form. By 
this Constitution the legislative power 
is lodged in two bodies, the Assembly and 
the Council, The former is elected ‘by a 
constituency comprising some 130,000 
voters; the latter by one numbering only 
29,000. The former is chosen by man- 
hood suffrage; the latter by £50 rate- 
payers. Both houses have the same 
powers, except, we believe, that the As- 
sembly alone can originate money bills; 
these the Council cannot amend, but must 
either accept or reject in their entirety. 

Asa natural consequence of this curi- 
ously ill-adjusted machinery, a ‘‘dead- 
lock” is always possible, and the third one 
in 13 years occurred early in 1878. The 
Assembly, whenit wishes to force legisla- 
tion on the Council, tacks it on to an Ap- 
propriation bill, and ifthe latter reject it, 
a large portion of the public expendi- 
tures is cut off. The more important 
disbursements, such as the salaries of Min- 
isters and Judges and the interest on the 
colonial debt, are provided for -in separate 
bills, but a very considerable part of the 
public administration, especially that which 
comes nearest home to the people in their 
ordinary life, such as the service of the 
minor courts, and even that. of the Police, 
is immediately interfered with. The conse- 
quenées which ensued from the dead-lock at 
the opening of last year were very serious, 
and had a most depressing effect on the 
prosperity of the colony. The public credit 
was impaired, the negotiation of loans in 
England was embarrassed, business men 
were alarmed, and enterprise was checked. 

The last dead-lock was brought to a close 
in March by a compromise, but at the re- 
cent session of the Colonial Legislature the 
Ministry, under the lead of Mr. GranamM 
Berry, reopened the war on the Council. 
His objective point is not very clearly de- 
fined, as he abandoned a bill which he at 
one time pressed, but, as near as can be 
gathered from the proceedings of Parlia- 
ment and the comments of the press, he 
sought to reduce the constituency of the 
Council to household suffrage, and to give 
the Assembly the power to finally decide 
what should be the legislation of the col-

FUREE DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES. 

That delightful and venerable busy-body, 
Senator Davis, of West Virginia, has been 
a reporter his views concerning 
possible Democratic candidates for the 
Presidency. Senator Davis is tolerably 
well known as the last man in Congress 
who insists that the Republicans in some 
mysterious manner stole *‘ untold millions” 
from the Treasury vaults during Gen. 
Grant’s Administration, He shares with 
Guover the credit of being a marplot 
in his own party. For, though he per- 
sists‘ in rummaging in the coal-bins 
of the Treasury in search of the 
missing millions untold, he has the luck of 
Gover in finding nothing but Democratic 
frauds. The Senator seems to be what they 
call in West Virginia a freé-spoken man, 
and his good-natured gabble with the re- 
porter shows that he is ‘‘only too happy” 
to give the world his opinion ot the Demo- 
eratic candidates. As the reporter super- 
fluously remarks, Senator Davis ‘‘ has never 
taken any very prominent part in national po}- 
itics.” He is chiefly known as a. man with an 
idea, and what that idea is we have already 
hinted. But, being a Senator and tolerably 
well informed concerning the sentiment of 
his party, his frank. confidences with the 
reporter may be taken as a very good view 
of things trom the inside of _Democratic 
politics. 

According to the senior Saisie from 
West Virginia, the. three men from whom 
the Democratic candidate for the Presi- 
dency will be chosen are THURMAN, Bay- 
akD, and TiuDEN. . We have named TauUR- 
MAN first, because he is Senator Davis’ 
choice, and all his views are more or less 
colored by that fact. The entertaining 
feature of this statement is that the Demo- 
crats, notwithstanding the ‘revelations of 
the past few months, have not relinquished 
the notion that’ TiLDEN may be nominated 
again for the Presidency. Perhaps it 
would be more’ strictly correct to say 
that Titpew has not given up that 
idea. Indeed, we know that he is, 
and always will be, a standing candidate 
for the nomination. And so long as he 
eherishes that ambition, he will find faith- 
ful friends to support him. Notwithstand- 
ing his uncle’s denunciation of him as an 
*officious meddler,” we have no doubt that 
PeLtron would go in for TiLDEn and Reform 
with great vigor. But what worries Sen- 
ator Davis is that Tizpgn is constantly at 
work to compass his own renomination. 
“He will sit up all night, figuring,” forcibly 
observes the West Virginia Senator, who 
seems not to have noticed that Titprn 
has. expressly said that he used to go 
to bed during the nights of the most 
important crisis of his political life, leav- 
ing that bed young man, Pertron, 
to take conspiracy and conspirators 
into No. 15 Gramercy Park. And when 
Tiu.pEw “‘has determined to do a thing he 
goes and does it, no matter what it costs,’’ 


_says the Senator, who cannot possibly have 


observed that Mr, Titpewn has frequently 
remarked that if the Presidency were put up 
atauction, he would not be among the bidders. 
Senator Davis’ idea of TiLpsn is that he 
goes and does the thing which he desires, 
“no matter what it costs.” Andyet, when 
Perron found that he could buy the 
Presidency for a fair price, somebody whose 
voice greatly resembles TILDEN’s said that 
he wouldn’t pay. cash. He wanted time, 
and the goods must be delivered before the 
money was paid. Or, as TrupEeN himself 
puts the case, he would have none of it.

Two wars at a time is nothing uncommon for 
England to have on her hands, She is a peaceful 
nation, and yet within the past forty years she has 
perticipated in no fewer than twenty-eight big and 
little wars. Indeed, for nearly 300 years that na- 
tion has been pretty constantly engaged in playing 
at what Erxasmvus has called the “malady of 

i " Mz, JonN batent, a few years ago, pass- 
iug the English wars since the Revolution, in review, 
pronounces: them one and all unneccessary, and 
therefore wicked. He said that the foreign policy of 
British statesmen, their regard for the liberties of 
Europe, their care for Protestant interests, their 
“excessive love,” as he termed it; “for the 
balance of power,” were ncither more nor less 
than a “ gigantic system for the out-door relief of 
the aristocracy of Great Britain."”” The war which 
ended. with Waterloo. was the last into which the 
English nation threw its whole energy and, soul. 
Her chief campaigns since then were the wars with 
Afghanjstan in 1838-42; in Sutlej and Punjaab in 
1845 and 1848; in the Crimea in 1854-6; the 
Indian matiay in 1850-3; the Onina expedition in 
1860; and the present campaign against the Af- 
ghans. Her lesser contests were, the Kafir wars in 
1846-7, again in 1850-3, and still again in 1877- 
8; the Burmah war in 1852; with Persia in 1859; 
with New-Zealand in 1861, and again in 1863-6; 
with the Abyssinians in 1567-8; and with the 
Asliantees in 1873-4. Besides these, she had had in- 
namerable smaller expeditions in India, asagainst the 
Afreedis, the Wuzeeris, the Looshais, and a lot of 
others too,smail to be worth mentioning. 





The direction taken by the Russian epidemic 
makes the blow doubly severe, several of the chief 
commercial centres in Eastern Russia being among 
the now quarantined towns on the Lower Volga. 
Saratoff, about 400 miles above Astrakhan, is a per- 
fect nest of factories, being, indeed, the Manchester 
of the Eastern Provinces: Samara, on the eastern- 
most bend of the river, a little higher up, is the cen- 
tre of the fast-growing trade in ‘- koomiss,” or fer- 
mented mare’s milk, so largely used for medicinal 
purposes. Thetraffic of Astrakhan itself in furs 
and staffs of every kind istoo well known to re- 
quire demonstration, while the cluster of German 
colonies in the Sarepta district are equally produc- 
tive on a smaller seale. That the Government fully 
appreciates the value of the Volga trade is shown by 
the immense cost and labor expended uponthe new 
railways which havelately united Saratoff and Tsarit- 
zin with the network of lines centring in Moscow. 
The outbreak of such a pestilence only five or six 
weeks before the opening of tne river navigation, 
and so near the end of the cold weather, which is 
usually found to be its surest antidote, is undoubt- 
edly a very serious calamity.
